Now, therefor^ in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3'A) of 
Section 3 of the Essentia] Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Goverti- 
tnent hereby directs that the price at ■which rice or paddy shall be sold in any 
locality in the said States and Union territories in compliance with an order made 
With reference to clause (f) of sub-section (2) of the said Section 3 shall be 
regulated in accordance with the provisions of the said sub-section (8-A).
